Add a small quantity of household am- 
monia, and atlcr having shaken the 
things lo be wasliod proceed to cleanso 
rbeiti in the soapy water, but do not rub 
dry soap on them. 
If they are much 


soiled, a second edition of tho soapy wa- 
ter will bo necessary. They should then 
bo rinsed t\vic.e in warm wat jr, just a lit- 
llo cooler t h a n that used with soap, and 
m ver put into quite cold water, as the 
dilYeruH'o in 
tho temperature would 


shrink the wool. 


To wriiiK thi! articles it is best to uso 


a vrin^er, but if one is not handy 
^quei y.u a.s much water as possible from 
i t ; then roll tlio article up in a larf.re, 
dry floih or bath towel; place, one end 
under foot and twist tho rolled up cloth 
around and around until it is curled up 
quite t i g h t l y ; then shako out tho cloth 
and t l i u garment and repeat tho opera- 
lion, only placing the other ond of the 
j'ull under foot on the s.eeond occasion. 
The garment must next be well shake.u 
and I'trefched out to its proper size and 
sli.ipe. for a.s it is pulled when wet BO 
will it remain when dry. 
It should ho 


hung either in tho sun or at a- little dis- 
tanco from tho lire to dry, but not too 
iii'iir, or it will steam and shrink. 
An 


occasional shako during the drying will 
help to raiso (he wool and make it soft. 
It is best not to iron any fabrics of this 
description, as this h'nds to make them 
close. 
They may ho smoothed with a 


cool iron. 
Whoever washes either win- 


ter or summer flannels by this method 
will tinil them always soft, fluffy, light 
and largo enough. 


UOTT to Iticl Trunk* and Cupboards of

settling of the walls of now houses af- 
fords them numberless hilling places 
which '.T.nnot well bo reached except 
V.y f u m i g a t i o n . 
Burning sulphur i-i ex- 


cellent for ridding walls of any sort of 
vermin, but l l i o fumes of this are oh- 
jeclionablo to many, and they do not 
pass off so quickly as those of vinegar.

:md consists of :i small pneumatic tap- 
per worked by tho hand, with which 
the sainplo of steel or iron is tapped all 
over. 
W i l U the tapper i.s connected a 


telephone with a microphone interposed 
in the circuit. One operator is required 
to apply the tapper and tho- other to 
listen through 
tho telephone to 
the 


sounds produced. Both are in electrical 
communication and in separate apart- 
ments, so t h a t the direct, sounds of the 
taps may not interrupt thu listener, 
whose duty it is to detect flaws. 
In ap- 


plying the system ono operator places 
the telephone lo his ear, and while the 
sounds produced by tho taps are normal 
lie dues nothing. Directly a falso sound, 
which i.s distinguishable from tho nor- 
mal sound, i.s heard ho signals for tho 
spot to be marked, and by this means 
is able not only to detect a flaw, but to 
h'x its locality.
